Agent Recalls

XENIA, Ohio (AP)—A recen t 
colleg e g radu ate hired as an u n ­ 
dercov er ag en t by the Green e 
Cou n ty Sheriff’s Office testified

g atin g an alleg ed n arcotics rin g . 
Depu ty Sheriff James A. Dick, 
23, said he believ ed some on e 
had fired at him an d that an ­ 
other attempt was made to poi­ 
son him as he was doin g u n ­ 
dercov er work which led to the 
arrests of 20 person s in n earby 
Yellow Sprin g s. 
Dick, who g radu ated last De­ 
cember from 
Miami Un iv er­ 
sity , testified at a hearin g in 
cou n ty cou rt for Philiip Partee, 
27, Yellow Sprin g s, on e of those 
arrested in raids last week. 
Dick said he an d his partn er 
were in a restau ran t when some 
on e fired a shot. The bu llet en 
tered a win dow an d lodg ed in 
a wall abov e their heads, bu t n o 
on e was hu rt, he said. 
The y ou n g depu ty also said 
he believ ed an attempt was 
made to poison him. He said 
he su ffered some illeffects an d 
his father, a phy sician in Ox 
ford, believ ed he had been poi 
son ed. 
Dick disclosed the in ciden ts to 
su pport his refu sal to g iv e his 
street address in Xen ia or to 
say if he were married or had 
a family . He was qu estion ed by 
assistan t prosecu tor Daie Ren d­ 
er an d defen se attorn ey Asher 
Bog in of Day ton . 
Dick wou ld n ot rev eal when 
or where the alleg ed attempts 
on his life were made. 
He testified he an d his u n ­ 
n amed partn er bou g ht a pou n d 
of mariju an a from Partee in 
Yellow Sprin g s May 24 — three 
day s before the raid. 
Partee was ordered held for 
the g ran d ju ry on a charg e of 
sellin g mariju an a. Ken t

was better on the television in 
the press room. 
Kennedy had said that after 
his speech he would meet with a 
small group of reporters in the 
working room. 
A few seconds before he end­ 
ed his speech, I left the televi­ 
sion and went to the door that 
led to a corridor behind the ball­ 
room stage and off the kitchen. 
Kennedy would come off the 
stage and walk down this corri­ 
dor. 
I was only a few feet inside 
the corridor, 
walking toward 
Kennedy, when I saw his head 
bobbing in the crowd. We were 
25 or 30 feet apart. The assail­ 
ant was between us. 
Then there were the shots. 
They said there were eight of 
them. Their flash lit up the cor­ 
ridor. 
I 
remember 
thinking 
there were about five. They 
came 
quickly 
and 
I 
wasn’t 
counting. 
I ran down the corridor. Peo­ 
ple bunched in front of me and I 
jumped on the steel serving ta­ 
ble, past the assailant beneath 
me on my left, and saw Robert 
Kennedy on the floor in the gray 
light. 
People were screaming: “Get 
a doctor...” “ Get back and give 
him air.” 
They swore and cursed each 
ether. 
For a few seconds I did not 
notice the struggle directly be­ 
neath me. Then I looked down 
and saw the gun. Grier held the 
assailant and was attempting to 
take the gun from his hand. The 
man next to me was shouting, 
Kill him !” 
When Grier finally shook the 
gun from the assailant’s hand, a 
nan next to me picked it up. 
Bill Barry and Rater. Johnson, 
Kennedy’s 
other 
two 
body­ 
guards, scrambled to get the 
weapon— they were afraid the 
man would kill the gunman. 
Then there was a struggle to 
hold the assailant. They did not 
want to let him go and Rosie 
Grier did not want him killed 
and said so. They nicked the as­ 
sailant up by 
the legs and 
hauled him away from Kenne­ 
dy. 
I did not hear this, but one of 
those walking beside Kennedy 
said that the gunman shouted: 
‘Let me explain...let me ex 
•dain,” as he fired the shots at 
Kennedy. 
There was turmoil in the ball­ 
room, 
Kennedy’s 
brother-in- 
law. Stephen Smith, went to the 
stage and asked the people to 
clear the room. The assailant 
was still in the corridor behind 
he stage, and so was Kennedy, 
t doctor came in and attended 
him. 
It seemed that the special offi­ 
cers assigned to the party were 
reluctant 
to 
act. 
They 
kept 
away from the assassin and it 
seemed a long time before they 
started to take any one of the 
four persons who were shot to 
he hospital. 
Then a squad of Los Angeles

But election officials refused to 
blame the Votomatic Computer 
System for the lag. 
They said there was a delay 
in transporting the mountains of 
ballot cards to the two computer 
centers. 
“We’re going for accuracy,” 
said a spokesman for IBM, the 
company which owns and runs 
the computers. He said the bal­ 
lots had to be counted in the 
precincts, then examined at a 
check station before being taken 
lots had to a computer.

Not Enough Ships 
Laff-A-Day 


President Johnson not long ago sent 
to Congress a little — noticed message 
on marine science in which he em­ 
phasized the importance of the seas 
in the quest for fuels, minerals, food 
— and the “natural beauty of the 
seashore to refresh the spirit.” 
The

has 
asked 
other 
nations 
to 
join 
in 
exploring 
the 
mysteries of the sea “that still lie 
before us” and to bring closer the day 
when the world can exploit new sources 
of energy in the ocean depths. 
Their vast food resources are also 
being studied by private and govern­ 
ment scientists as a possible means 
of 
meeting 
world-wide 
threats 
of 
malnutrition and disease. 
These are ideal goals, but perhaps 
the full use of the ocean’s surface 


should first be exploited. The shipping 
crisis facing the U. S. threatens to leave 
it soon with a fifth-rate fleet instead 
of the leadership the nation once held. 
In his 1965 state of the union m essage, 
Mr. Johnson promised to recommend 
a new blueprint for the merchant 
marine. Congress still waits for word 
from the White House. Meanwhile, even 
the defense role of the merchant marine 
is being downgraded. 
Rep. Howard Pollack of Alaska, for 
example, pointed out that instead of 
subsidizing new merchant ships, the 
administration 
was 
reconditioning 
national defense reserve vessels for 
Vietnam use “at astronomical costs.” 
As James C. 
Gulick, the acting 
maritime administrator, says, there is 
danger of the merchant marine “going 
down the drain.”

Violent Solar Storms Said Threat to Astronauts

Day to n Dally New« Writer 
LEIPSIC, Ohio (A P)—Joe Del­ 
gado, a middle-aged Mex ican- 
Am erican farm worker sits in 
his one-room shack with his wife 
and 15 children and say s he 
sometimes m akes $300 a week 
p icking tomatoes. 
Then he looks down at the 
floor—rough boards littered with 
candy wrap p ers, broken glass 
and rags—and say s that other 
weeks he makes nothing. 
Like thousands of other Mex i­ 
can - Americans,

Once more, a child of Joseph 
and Rose Fitzgerald Kennedy 
lies in a hospital room—the lat­ 
est victim of misfortune in a 
family 
that 
had 
everything 
going for it: wealth, power and 
unmatched achievement. 
John, the Kennedy who be­ 
came president, was assassinat­ 
ed. Joe Jr., the oldest, died in 
the explosion of his bomber on a 
dangerous 
mission 
in 
World 
War II. Kathleen, the third of 
the nine children and a wartime 
widow, was killed in a plane 
crash. 
Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy, a 
senator like brothers John and 
Robert, lay painfully immobi­ 
lized for a year after suffering a 
back injury in a plane crash. 
Rosemary, the second oldest 
Kennedy, has spent much of her 
life in an institution for the men­ 
tally retarded. 
Now Robert, at 42, celebrating 
major victory in his drive for 
tile presidency, lies critically 
wounded from bullets fired at 
close range. 
His wife, Ethel, expecting her 
lith child, was on the campaign 
trail with him. 
A few years ago, while the 
family 
gathered 
in 
affliction 
around Edward’s bedside, Rob­ 
ert had enough humor left to re­ 
m ark: 
‘I 
guess 
the 
only 
reason 
we’ve survived is that there aire 
too many of us. There are more 
of us than there is trouble.” 
But trouble has never quit 
stalking the Kennedy s. 
Joseph, the 80-year-old pa­ 
triarch who was ambassador to 
England, has been paralyzed for 


years from a stroke. He was 
with his wife at the family com­ 
pound at Hyannisport, Mass. 
when Robert was shot in Los 
Angeles. The Kennedys were 
not told 
about the 
shooting 
immediately. 
The son of John and Jacque­ 
line Kennedy, Patrick Bouvier 
Kennedy, died of lung disease 
when two days old. A daughter 
had been stillborn to them ear­ 
lier and both are buried beside 
their father in Arlington Nation­ 
al Cemetery. 
The Kennedys’ days of heart­ 
break began in 1941 when Am­ 
bassador Kennedy and his fami­ 
ly returned from London. 
‘‘Rosemary was not making 
progress but seemed instead to 
be going backward,” 
Eunice 
Kennedy said. ‘‘At 22 she was 
becoming increasingly irritable 
and difficult . . . her memory 
and concentration and her judg­ 
ment were declining.” 
The family made the agoniz­ 
ing decision to put her into ail 
institution and later launched a 


drive to aid persons similarly 
affliced. 
Lt. Joseph P. Kennedy Jr., 
was just 29 when he was killed 
Aug. 12, 1944. 
He had entered the Navy in 
1941, graduated first in his class

Thus 
it was hard to feel the kind of 
personal concern evoked by the 
more intimate, 
contemporary 
TV techniques. 
Producer John Secondari built 
his program around Lord Louis 
Mountbatten’s contention that

ders in planning and laid the 
groundwork for the successful

The program was, perhaps, 
more interesting to students of 
World War II than to the aver­ 
age viewer.

rying off their wounded and 
dead. 
The irony of the hour was that 
once the men made their suc­ 
cessful ass amt on the hill, the 
enemy had withdrawn. The sol 
diers abandoned the hill, only to 
return later to do the job all 
over, and abandon it a second 
time. Correspondent John Lau 
rence’s final, dry observation 
was that, after all the death and 
wounds and fatigue, Hill 943, 
once again, is controlled by the 
North Vietnamese. 
Foreigners View 
Of Life in US. 
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LONDON 
(AP) 
— Viewed 
through various foreign ayes, 
he United States is a place 
where life is a rat race, the 
‘new politics” is an expensive 
version of the old variety and 
British tourists may run into fi­ 
nancial difficulty. 
‘Life in the United States of 
America, in fact, is a veritable 
rat race and only those who can 
stand the pace make it to the 
top,” Malaysian Finance Minis­ 
ter Tan Siew Sin told a financial 
management seminar in Kuala 
Lumpur. 
“Whatever mav be the short­ 
comings of the mightiest and 
richest nation in the w'orld, we 
must at least admit that they 
work hard from the very top 
downwards,” Tan said. 
In an Associated Press sam­ 
pling of foreign opinion, a warn­ 
ing to Britons thinking of visit­ 
ing America came from Ivor 
Key, New' York correspondent 
of the London Daily Express. 
“Don’t come,” he wrote, “un­ 
less you have a friend or rela­ 
tive to stay with.” 
Key said two planeloads of 
British tourists in New York re­ 
cently had trouble getting by on 
the $156 their government al­ 
lowed each of them for a 17-day 
holiday. 
“Before taking off, they were 
told by an airline that if they 
stayed in a modest hotel they 
would have about $5 a day to 
live on, and might even be able 
to afford a boat 
trp 
around 
Manhattan and ride up the Em­ 
pire State Building, but with 
mmburgers and the cheapest 
sandwich costing 84 cents and a 
glass of beer 60 cents they are 
cutting their budget a bit fine,” 
he wrote. 
“One of them insisted on tak­ 
ing an American friend for a 
few drinks and dinner at a mod­ 
est restaurant. It cost him $30 
and almost broke him for the 
rest of the trip.” 
Peter Jenkins, covering the 
American 
presidential 
cam­ 
paign for the British newspaper 
Guardian, 
dscussed 
the new 
politics. 
“There does seem to be some 
desire for greater political par­ 
ticipation and it may grow; 
within a few years half the pop­ 
ulation of America is going to 


be aged under 25,” Jenkins 
wrote. 
“All of the candidates 
are 
conscious 
of 
a situation of 
changing political patterns and 
are staking out special claims to 
the shifting elements. But ifs 
far too simple, and almost cer­ 
tainly not true, to see his as a 
struggle of the ‘people against 
the poliicians.’ It looks more 
uke a struggle between one set 
of politicians and another, be­ 
tween the ‘outs’ and the ‘ins’— 
about that. 
“What are called the ‘new pol­ 
itics’ strike the observer as very 
much like the old politics prac­ 
ticed n a 
changing situation 
with the ad of new techniques 
and at vastly increased ex­ 
pense.”
